A large 
number of those who have been ex- 
empted for such defects as bad teeth 
and slight underweight, under the new 
rulings will be certified into the army 


unless exempted otherwise. 

Chairman Nutting estimates that 20 
per cent of those who failed in their 
physical examinations will be added 
to the number already obtained by 
the new rulings. Anticipating such a 
ruling from the war department, Chair- 
man Nutting had issued no physical 
discharges to such cases in his divi- 
sion, but the men are now being re- 
called for further examination.

Charge Made Against New 
York Board, and Members 


Are Summarily Removed. 


Police Seize Records. 


New York, August 10.—The three 


members of local exemption board No. 
99, in the heart of the East side, were 
summarily removed tonight by Deputy 
Attorney General Conkling, acting un- 
der orders of Adjutant General Stotes- 
bury, who is in charge of the operation 
of the selective draft machinery in New 
York state. The records of the board 
were placed in charge of the police. 
Wilson Ordered Removal. 

The members of the board are Louis 
I. Cherry, Dr. Henry M. Groehl and Dr. 
H. J. Bernfeld.’ The formal order for 
their removal announced that the dras- 
tic step had been decided upon by 
President Wilson “because of the ir- 
regularities reported to have occurred.” 
These charges have been under investi- 
gation for several days by agents of 
the department of justice. 
been reports that efforts have been 
made to bribe members of exemption 
boards in this city to grant registrants 
exemption from service. 

The order transmitted to Mr. Conk- 
ling by General Stotesbury, acting un- 
der instructions of Governor Whitman, 
directed “that the charges now made 
be prosecuted to the fullest extent.” 

When Mr. Conkling, accompanied by 
two policemen, and an aide detailed 
from the guard at the state arsenal, 
arrived at the headquarters of board 
No. 99, at 300 Rivington street, the 
doors were locked and no one could be 
found who had a key. Mr. Conkling 
then went to the homes of the three 
members and was informed, he aaid, 
that they had gone away together in an 
automobile. 

Alleged Sale of Exemptions. 

Mr. Conkling said that the charges 
which resulted in the removal of the 
board had come to his office several

Member of British War

London, August 10.—The conference 
of the British labor party held at 
Westminster today voted to send dele- 
gates to the Stockholm’ consultative 
conference by 1,040,000 to 550,000. The 
conference was in an uproar, which 
ended only when the result of the card 
vote was announced.

Ramsey MacDonald, socialist and labor

Pope’s New Secretary of

New York, August 10.—A cable mes- 
sage from Paris received by the of- 
ficial French bureau of information in 
this city and made puhlic tonight in- 
dicates that Monsignor Frederico Ted- 
eschini, who has been

Cardinal Gasparri as Pope Benedict's 
prime minister. Previous dispatches 
direct from Rome credited “many Ital- 
ian newspapers and some authorities 
on Vatican affairs” as affirming that 
Cardinal Gasparri had resigned, part- 
ly because of ill health and partly be- 
cause of the pope’s desire to insti- 
tute a new policy in relation to Ger- 
many 

The semi-official Vatican organ flat- 
ly denied, however, that the cardinal 
had retired. The message received by 
the bureau of information quotes the 
monsignor as declaring for ‘‘a peace of 
justice.” It says: 

“In a conversation which Monsignor 
I'rederico Tedeschini, new secretary of 
state of the Vatican had with the Rome 
correspondent of the A. B. C., a Span- 
ish newspaper, he made the following 
interesting declarations: 

““Only a Christian peace is desirable 


because it will be a peace of justice.

_ This is burning the candle at both 
ends, for they are thus stifling their 
annual production. Therefore, not only 
must we increase their supplies of meat 
and dairy products, but must prepare 
/as war goes on to meet an even great- 
He demand for these necessary commod- 

ies. 

“France and Italy formerly produced 
their own sugar, while England and 
| Ireland imported Targely from Ger- 
many. Owing to the inability of the 
first named to produce more than one- 
third of their needs, and the necessity 
for the others to import from other 
markets, they all must come to the 
West Indies for very large supplies, and 
therefore deplete our own resources, 

“Because of the shortage of shipping 
only the most concentrated of foods, 
wheat, grain, beef, pork, and dairy 
products and sugar can be sent across 
the seas. Fortunately, we have for our 
own use a superabundance of food- 
stuffs of other kinds—the perishables, 
fish, corn and other cereals, and surely 
our first manifest duty is to substitute 
these for those other products which 
are of greater use to our fellow fight- 
ers. 
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Waste Must Be Eliminated. 

“Our second is to eliminate waste to 
the last degree. Seventy per cent of 
Our people are well Known to be as 
thrifty and careful as any in the world, 
and they consume but little or no more 
than is necessary to maintain their 
physical strength. They can, however, 
substitute foods as above. It is not too 
much to ask the other 80 per cent, by 
Simplest living, to reduce their con- 
Sumption. The substitutions we ask 
impose no hardships and the elimina- 
tion of waste is today no more thana 
patriotic service. 

“Every ounce of waste is a contribu- 
tion toward starvation. Our allies have 
reduced consumption by the most dras- 
tic imeasures, but it is impossible to 
reduce consumption to those in war 
work engaged in other physical labor. 

“Therefore, the incidence of this 
falls upon the old people and the wom- 
en and children, and any shortage in 
the supplies we may send them will fall 
upon this class and this class only, for 
until they are reduced to starvation 
they themselves will insist on every 
sacrifice in order that their fighters in 
the trenches and the men and women 
in the munition factories may be main- 
tained. 

“This war is a struggle to assure the 
dominance of democracy: Every flag 
that flies against the central powers is 
by proxy the American flag. Every 
man in the ranks of the allies, every 
woman and child in Europe sacrificing 
in the maintenance of these men are 
fighting in our defense. 

“We have in our abundance, and in 
our waste, an ample supply to carry 
them and ourselves over this next win- 
ter without suffering. If we fail, it is 
because individual American citizens 
have failed to see and do this loyal na- 
tional duty. This is service in which 
every man, woman and child in this 
country may enter. We shall invite all 
classes and all trades to sign a yolun- 
teer pledge to co-operate with us in 
the undertaking, and s0 become as 
much members of the food administra- 
tion as we ourselves are. 

No Royal Road to Conservation. 

“There is no royal road to food con- 
servation. It can be accomplished only 
through sincere and earnest daily co- 
operation in the 20,000,000 kitchens and 
at the 20,000,000 dinner tables of the 
United States. If we can reduce our 
consumption of wheat flour by one 
pound, our meat by seven ounces, our 
fat by seven ounces, our sugar by seven 
ounces per -person per week, these 
quantities, muitiplied by 100,000,000, 
will immeusurably aid and encourage 
‘our allies, help our own growing armies 
and so effectivels the great and 
noble cause of humanity in which our 
nation has embarked. 

“This co-operation and service I ask 
of all in full confidence that America 
will render more for flag and freedom 
than king-ridden peoples surrender at 
compulsion.”

The memorandum was present- 
ed to the lavor conference in 
today and further will be submitted to 
the special conference August 21, prior 
to its proposed Submission successively 
to the allied and international social- 
ist conterences. 

The memorandum is a strong indorse- 
ment of the demand for the reparation 
and restoration in behalf of Belgium 
and other invaded countries; a decla- 
ration in favor of the right of individu- 
al people to settle their own destinies;

As regards the African colonies and 
the Sahara, it is declared that those 
Ought not to form the booty for any 
nations, but as it is impossible to leave 
the inhabitants settle their own desti- 
nies the “interests of humanity would 
best be served by a full and frank 
abandonment by ail belligerents of any 
dreams of an African empire, the trans- 
fer of all present cqlonies in tropical 
Africa, together with the nominally in- 
dependent republic of Liberia, to the 
Proposed league of nations and their 
administration by an impartial commis- 
sion under the league's authority.” 

The memorandum. declares emphat- 
ically against a of an economic 
war after peace. It makes suggestions 
as regards the restoring of areas de- 
vastated by war, calls for a full inquiry 
into alleged acts of cruelty and vio- 
lence during the war and proposes the 
establishment of a court of claims to 
investigate such cases. 

The reconstitution of the _ socialist 
internationalists to discuss and deal 
with all questions of international im- 
portance is declared desirable. 

Finally it is claimed that an agree- 
ment that the warring governments is 
only possible by a free and frank dis- 


cussion of each other's claims and de- | 
sires. Such a discussion the socialists 


and labor men of all countries are 
urged to demand. 

Declaration of reparation for Bel- 
gium and restoration of that country 
to untrammeled independence is very 
precisely worded. 

The restoration of the territories of 
Serbia and Montenegro to their peo- 
ples is insisted upon and the sugges- 
tion is made that the whole Balkan 
problem be dealt with by an interna- 
tional commission on the basis of com- 
plete freedom for the Balkan peoples, 
irrespective of Austrian, Turkish or 


other domination.

Bills Carrying Out Mc- 
Adoo’s Plan Introduced 
in Congress—Indemnities 
Provided for Disabilities. 


Washington, August 10.—-The admin- 
istration’s program for insuring sol- 
diers, sailors and marines was placed 
before congress today in identical bills 
introduced by Senator Simmons and 
Representative Alexander. Committee 
hearings will be held soon and the 
measure probably will be taken up in 
the senate and house as soon as the 
war tax bill has been disposed of. 

In its general feature the insurance 
program varies but little from previ- 
ously announced outlines, the chief in- 
novation being the proposal to compel 
men and officers to allot a minimum of 
$15 a month out of their pay to de- 
pendent wives and children. The bill 
proposes to vest in the war and navy 
departments authority to compel such 
payments. Authority also is proposed 
to compel the men to be insured tc de- 
posit, at 4 per cent interest, with the 
government and at the discretion ofthe 
‘war and navy departments, so much of 
their pay as is represented by the dif- 
ferences between the $15 family allot- 
ment and half their regular pay. 


Allowance to Dependents. 


Provision is made in the program for 
the payment of government allowance 
to families of men ih the nation’s 


armed forces. The proposed allow- 
ances vary between $5 and $50 monthly, 
according to the circumstances of the 
dependents, and would be in addition 
to the sum allotted under the com- 
pulsory allotment feature of the bill. 

Indemnities for partial and total dis- 
ability would vary from a minimum of 
$40 a month for privates up to $200 for 
higher officers. The education of in- 
jured men in vocations by which they 
could ‘earn a livelihood, also is pro- 
vided for. 

Under the terms of the bill, soldiers, 
sailors and marines would be enabled 
to obtain insurance on their lives dur- 
ing the war in sums from $1,000 to $10,- 
000, the government taking the risk, 
and the men paying the premiums. 
The rate would be approximately $8 
per $1,000 of insurance and the premi- 
ums would be payable by installments 
out of pay. 

The cost of carrying out the program 
is estimated b ecretary McAdoo at 
approximately $176,000,000 for the first 
year of the war and $380,000,000 fofthe 
second. he bill provides no method 
of obtaining this sum and a bond issue 
to cover may be determined upon later. 

The bill does not attempt to cover 
the methods to be pursued in re-edu- 
cating and rehabilitating insured men. 
Two principles, however, are recog- 
nized: The man’s obligation to avail 
himself of such opportunities as the 
government may provide under penalty 
of loss of compensation durin “any 
period of unreasonable refunal” and 
a man’s right to disability compensa- 
tion regardless of his individual eco- 
nomic recuperation. 

McAdoo Explains Measure. 

“Assume that a man were totally 
disabled by losing both legs and both

When Death Results. 


When disability results in death, de- 
pendents would receive from $15 to $60 
a month, the sum again being rated ac- 
cording to the circumstances of the 
dependents. The feature of the pro- 
fram is regardless of the insurance 
Which the man or officer may take if 
he wishes, paying the premium there- 
for himself. 


All insurances of this- character, the | 


bill provides, would be non-assign- 
able and free from the claims either of 
the insured or of the beneficiary. It 
would be limited to wife, children and 
other specified kindred. A period of 
four months is provided for after the 
passage of the act within which 
surance may be applied for and 
those who are totally disabled or die 


before they have had an opportunity | 


to insure within the prescribed period 
of 120 days, insurance in the sum of 
$5,000 is deemed to have been applied 
for and granted.” 

On the administrative side the bill 
provides for a division of the govern- 
ment’s war risk insurance bureau into 
two sections, one on marine and sea- 
men’s insurance, the other on military 
and naval insurance, each division to be 
under the supervision of a commis- 
sioner under the bureau’s direction.

Defending the committee’s consump- 
tion tax on sugar, tea and coffee, he 
said, the original house bill levied just 
about as much tax in other forms on 
these articles. He denied charges that 
the senate bill favored the railroads. 


What Corporations Will Pay.

Colonel Frederick Grady Hodgson, retired, 
died at Washington, D. C., August 5, 1917. 
For some years past, Colonel Hodgson 
been a patient sufferer from a serious affec- 
tion of the heart, yet. when war was declared 
he promptly offered his services and was 
piaced on duty wth one of the importan: 
comygaittees operating under the Council) of 
National Defense. His death at this time ts 
one of the sacrifices of war quite much 
as if he had been called beyond from the 
firing line in France. 

Colonel Hodgson entered the Military acad- 
@my at West Point from Georgia and 
graduated with the class of 1881. He was 
assigned to the Sixth cavalry and joined 
the regiment then in the field against 
Apaches in Arizona. He continued with 
that regiment during the Geronimo cam- 
paign on the Mexican border and was ad 
jutant of the regiment during the Pine 
Ridge outbreak on the northern plains, the 
last of our Indian wars Hie was appointed 
a captain in the quartermaster department 
in 1894 and rose to the grade of colonel 
prior to his retiremen 

He leaves a widow, 
sister of the wife of Genera! 
quartermaster corps. 

He was a self-respecting. dignified and 
modest man of acknowlcdged worth, who al- 
ways had the confidence of those associated 
with him whether as superiors or inferiors 
in rank. His passing will leave a void in the 
lives of those surviving who were honored 
with his: friendship.

State Superintendent of Schools M. L. 
Brittain recently made the following Sate- 
ment before the house committee considering 
the local school tax measure: 


“TI hope the general assembly will give 
all the condition of the state treasury 
will justify to our public schools, but 
note that even a large increase will not 
without the passage of the state-wide 
local tax measure be as effective as de- 
sired. The addition will be necessarily 
small when divided among 800,000 chil- 
dren. What the rural child really needs 
is a statesmaniike law which will per- 
mit him ‘to get ten or twelve dollars an- 
nually like his city or town brother, in- 
stead of four or five; enough for eight or 
nine months of school instead of five 
or six. The appropriation alone with- 
out the state-wide law—which forty- 
nine counties already have—will be like 
offering a stick of candy to a child when 
he needs real food. 


“The educational authorities, not only 
of Georgia, but of every state in this 
country, are solidly behind this statement 
of facts.” 

The appropriation 
mended that last year’s appropriation for 
school purposes be increased by $300,000; 
then when the matter came before the house 
that body added a cooi million to the com- 
mittee’s recommendation, making the total 
appropriation for the schools this year 
$1,300,000 greater than it was a year ago! 

This means that considerably more than 
one-half of the entire revenue to be derived 
from taxation by the state is to be devoted 
to school purposes. 

And yet where does that leave the state? 

if every dollar that can be constitutionally 
obtained by state taxation should be devoted 
to the public school fund—if everything else 
that now gets a dollar from the state was 
robbed, which means every state institution, 
charitable or otherwise, and if every admin- 
istrative officer should be denied a penny 
as compensation for service—it would still 
leave the country schools of the state that 
are not sustained in part by local county tax- 
ation, IN A STATE OF HOPELESS INEF- 
FICIENCY AS COMPARED WITH THE 
SCHOOLS OF EVEN THE SMALLER

This $1,300,000 extra appropriation was 
made evidently upon the theory of elevating 
the standard of the country schools. 

So far as it goes, all right; but the fact 
remains that that $1,300,000 is not a drop in 
the bucket as compared with the necessity 
of the situation! 

And the entire country school system of 
the state, with one voice, has now appealed 
to the general assembly to give the people an 
opportunity to vote on a system of local 
county taxation, like 45 out of the 48 states 
of the union have adopted. Of course, the 
legislature cannot enact such a law—which 
requires a constitutional amendment—but it 
can give the people an opportunity to vote 
on such an amendment; and that is all it is 
asked to do. 

Is it possible, in the face of the fact that 
if every dollar of the state’s income were 
diverted into the school fund the country 
schools would still be far and away below 
the town. and city schools in point of effi- 
ciency—is it possibile, In the face of that fact,

There is a right and a wrong side in every 
strike; and it frequently happens that both 
right and wrong are upon either side. How- 
ever that may be in specific instances, there 
should be some power big enough and im- 
partial enough to go to the bottom of mat- 
ters, winnow the wrong from the right, and 
compel an adjustment on behalf of the 
public. 

There never was a strike nor any form 
of labor dispute that could not have been 
settled fairly by a board of impartial, un- 
prejudiced arbiters, had there been some 
means of compelling the contenders to sub- 
mit their respective contentions to such a 
board. Such disturbances as strikes and 
walk-outs are distressful even in peace 
times; they are infinitely more so now while 
we are at war. Yet never before in the 
history of the country have the United States 
and the various states been more harried 
by fights and disputes between capital and 
labor than they are being right now in the 
midst of the unprecedented national stress. 

If there is no form of law now on the 
books, the sooner it is provided both by 
nation and state the better for all—labor and 
capital alike, and most of all, the government 
and the lay citizen. 


THE UNIVERSITY. 


In debate of the general appropriation 
bill on the floor of the house the other day 
Representative H. H. Swift, of Muscogee 
county, replying to attacks upon the state 
university by certain of his colleagues, said 
that he regretted the fact that “year after 
year the baiting of the university seems to 
be one of the most popular diversions of 
many of the members of this house.” 

The public likewise regrets that fact— 
more than that, Georgia is chagrined and 
humiliated every year because of it; and its 
university suffers each year through the 
penny - wise -and - pound - foolish attitude of 
those who seek to place obstructions in the 
way of its support. 

Georgia has the oldest state university in 
the nation. It is a splendid institution and 
is doing a great work each year. 

After hours of wrangling, in committee 
and on the floor of the house, the final vote 
of the committee of the whole stood tied as 
to whether or not to reduce the appropria- 
tion for the university from a _ beggarly 
$65,000 to $50,000; and it was the vote of the 
presiding officer that defeated the reduction. 

It is too bad that Georgians, even a mi- 
nority, are willing to harass the state’s 
great university—out of which has come 
some of the finest culture, talent and citizen- 
ship ever developed in the nation. 

As a matter of fact, it is impossible to 
over-appraise the value that the state uni- 
versity is to Georgia; and no appropriation 
within the state’s ability to pay is a dollar 
too much for it. 


THE HYMNS OF HOME. 


In an article on “The Religion of the 
Front,” the Rev. Owen S. Watkins, who is 


assistant principal chaplain of the English 


army in France, tells, in The London Ob- 
server, of the “hold” the old hymns have on 
the hearts of the.men in the trenches.

Important Town of Pinsk, 
Fired by the Russians, Lies 
. In Center of Great Swamps 


The important district town of Pinsk, with 
a population of 37,000, before the outbreak 
of the European war, nearly two-third of 
whom were Jews, is described in a war ge- 
ography bulletin issued by the National Geo- 
graphic Society following the news that the 
city has been set on fire by the Russians in 
their effort to drive out the Germans who 
captured it two years ago. 

‘In the midst of the great swamps through 
which the Pripet river seeps toward the Dneij- 
per, Pinsk was an important industrial cen- 
ter at the beginning of the world war, its 
factories for the manufacture of Russian 
leather being famous, while its output of 
oils, soaps, beer, pottery, lumber and matches 
was considerable. 

“Contrary to the usual trend of progress, 
railroads have caused Pinsk’s commerce to 
decline, for when the steel arteries of trade 
began to thread the Poliessie (‘forest land’) 
district of the province of Minsk they di- 
verted much of the water-borne traffic which 
formerly passed through this town. Pinsk 
was an exchange point for trade with Ger- 
many and Poland via the Dnieper-Bug canal, 
with the fertile Dnieper valley via the Pripet 
river, and with the Baitic provinces and the 
Niemen river valley via the Oginskiy canal. 

“Since 1872 the Russian government has 
been more or less active in reclaiming much 
of the swamp land which surrounds Pinsk, 
and it is estimated that 20 years ago fully 
§,000,000 acres hada been drained at a cost 
of not more than three shillings to the acre. 
This drained land increased in value from 
four rubles to 28 rubles per dessyatin (equiv- 
alent to 2.7 acres). 

“Pinsk is situated on the Pina river, a 
tributary of the Pripet, and is 105 miles by 
rail east of Brest-Litovsk. Minsk, the cap- 
ital of the province or ‘g:%ernment’ of Minsk, 
is 196 miles to the northeast, by rail. 

“Pinsk first tigured in the chronicles’ of 
ynedieval Europe at the end of the eleventh 
century, When it was a possession of a prince 
of Kiev. In the following century it was an- 
nexed to the principality of Minsk, and after 
the Mongol invasion of 1232 it became 
chief town of its own principality. 

“The present war is not the first occa- 
sion when Pinsk has been ravaged by fire 
and sword. During the terrible uprising or 
the Cossacks under Bogdan Chmielnicki, in- 
stigator of the indescribably horrible ‘serfs’ 
fury’ it was captured by the Poles and 14,- 
000 of its people were put to the 
and the torch applied to 0,000 houses. Less 
than a decade later (1648) it was burned 
by the Russians, Just as in the present ca- 
tastrophe. Then came Charles XII. 58 years 


later, and reduced both the town and its sub- 
urbs to ashes, for the third time.

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WILSON “DROPPED IN” 
TO FIND W. J. HARRIS 
IN HIS SHIRT SLEEVES 


Washington, August 10.—(Special.)—The 
federal trade commission, of which William 
J. Harris is chairman, is speeding up its 
investigations to ascertain the costs of pro- 
ducing basic materials required by the gov- 
ernment. 

President Wilson, who directed. that 
this work be done, visited the office of the 
trade commission this week and discussed 
the progress of thé investigations with Chair- 
man Harris. When President Wilson drop- 
ped in Chairman Harris was in his shirt 
sleeves examining reports made by cost in- 
vestigators., 

The president and Chairman Harris dis- 
cussed the work for some time and the pres- 
ident urged all the expedition possible. 

Trade commission officials admit their in- 
vestigation of production costs are proceed- 
ing slowly. This is due, it is said, to the 
fact that a great burden of work has been 
thrown on the commission for which it was 
poorly prepared. 

The commission some time ago began in- 
quiries into the fuel and lumber indus- 
tries and data on produetion costs of these 
materials will-be ready soon. 

Although charged only with an investi- 
gation of costs it is entirely likely the com- 
mission will make suggestions as to what it 
considers fair prices for materials and that 
the war board will follow closely its recom- 
mendations.

movement and 
the universal desire of our people to do 
thei? bit for the good of the country, it 
seems rather anomalous, even embarrassing, 
that as yet there has been no eeneral effort 
to train American young women in the in- 
telligent care of babies. Too large a per- 
centage of American womanhood appears to 
look upon babies as.an encumbrance. A 
home childless by intention is a deplorable 
institution of which the nation has no reason 
to be proud. 


There is so much ignorance of the rudi- 
ments of child care among our petential fu- 
ture mothers that it is no wonder the mother 
Instinct is so weak, and no wonder so many 
young couples have such fine furniture. 
Couples today are so infernally proud that 
they feel they must start housekeeping with 
an equipment about 100 per cent better and 
more expensive than their good parents had 
after twenty years of married life. This is 
a sad tendency of the times—and it seems 
that everything is done to encourage it, by 
the foolish parents most of all. 

A very few progressive public schools are 
making a preliminary effort to instruct girls 
of thirteen or older in the proper care of 
babies. Even so, a few parents are so steeped 
In prudery that protests have been filed with 
the school managers against the innovation, 
on the ground that the knowledge so im- 
parted is undesirable for young women! 

All over the country first aid classes are 
recelving Instruction in the everyday home 
care of minor ills and accidents, and thou- 
sands of girls and women are eagerly avail- 
ing themselves of the opportunity ‘to acquire 
a little useful knowledge from the medical 
lectures. Young girls apparently feel no 
hesitation in learning: how to deal wi a 
case of croup or convulsions or Deneeeni 8 
until medical aid can be summoned 

There iS a real need for general education 
of the girls in the proper care of babies. The 
conservation of human life in infancy is per- 
haps the greatest field of philanthropie en- 
deavor a young woman can choose today, 
because it contains such wonderful possi- 
bilities. Will not the responsible women of 
the community consider this need and insti- 
tute some country-wide movement looking 
toward the universal education of our girls 
in this vital matter?- Every village and city 
offers plenty of material for the work of 
girls who know how to wash, dress and in- 
telligently care for helpless infants. Is a 
baby so insignificant? Is the mother in- 
stinct so dormant that it cannot be thus 
aroused? Who will rise with the answer?

Should the Baby Eat Bananas? 

Our two-year-old boy is ravenously fond 
of bananas, and does a veritable Indian war 
Song every time he sees them. I have yielded 
to his demands in spite of Emmet Holt’s- 
advice against bananus for children. They 
seem to agree with him. Am I wrong in gxiv- 
ing them to him’? When he was six months 
old he showed a tendeney to rickets, the 
doctor said, but he tells me this is now ecor- 
rectec. (¢Mrs. G. C. H.) 

ANSWER—Provided the bananas are turn- 
ing brown all over, and soft but not mushv 
all through, and the outer portion—the 
fibrous part—pared off, I see no reason why 
a boy of 2 years should not eat them. Possibly 
they have helped to overcome the rickets. 
Very ripe bananas are fruit sugar 
anyway, and a baby’s food is more 
than half sugar.

The usual German 
counter attacks had not materialized 
at latest reports, but no one doubted 
in the British lines that the enemy 
would make a strong attempt to re- 
trieve themselves here. 

The return of fine weather finds the 
whole battle front seething with ac- 
tion.

Fortunately the civil- 
ian populations have not suffered much 
and the material damage to the inof- 
fensive towns has not been great. 


CANADIANS RAID

Canadian Headquarters in France, 
August 10.—Raiding parties under pro- 
tection of a heavy barrage fire early 
Thursday on a front of more than two 
thousand yards, penetrated enemy posi- 
tions in the Cite du ‘Moulin and St. Lau- 
rent sectors, returning with prisoners.
